No 
staking necessary.

Take bulbs 
up before frost. Varieties offered are the double flowered 
camellia type.

These are beautiful house plants bearing handsome bell- 
shaped flowers of rich colors. Grown from tubers. Plant from 
February until late May. Grow one tuber in a 5 inch pot filled 
with rich soil, and water sparingly, preferably from the bot- 
tom, being careful not to get water on the leaves. Keep from 
direct hot sun. They like a damp warm atmosphere.
